The pharmacy law passed by the 
last general assembly is on the books 
for the next general stir. 
Prosecu­ 
tions for violations of the law will be­ 
gin Sept. IO, under the d r. ction of 
the new' state board of p 'lm a c y . The 
board has had inspectors in the field 
for a long time, and they have been 
bringing in evidences of violations. 
It 
Is this evidence that will be used as 
a basis in th© prosecutions. 
Evidence 
has been secured that stores have 
been left in charge of unregistered 
pharmacists in a number of the towns 
of the state. 
This is contrary to the 
provisions of the law*. 
In other in­ 
stances the stores have been left in 
charge of assistant pharmacists. 
The 
new law lowered the requirements for 
assistant pharmacists, and consequent­ 
ly they are not gtven the same privi­ 
leges that they were under the pre­ 
vious law's. 
This is a matter that the 
pharmacists do not seem to under­ 
stand. 
The law requires that the 
stores shall he in charge of a duly reg­ 
istered pharmacist, and the assistant 
may have charge only In such cases 
as the regular pharmacist may be 
temporarily absent. 
The penalty for 
violation of the law is a fine of from 
$5 to $500 for each offense and each 
day s continuance is a separate of­ 
fense. 
Warning has been sent to the 
stores that the law must be obeyed. 
Indeed, some convictions have already 
been obtained. 
Those who persist in 
disobeying the law- in the light of the 
warnings of the state board may ex­ 
pect that prosecutions will follow, it 
Is said.

A FINE QUESTION 


Are These Miners Who Quit Work on 
8trlke or Not? 
Terre Haute, Ind.. Aug. 31.—Th© 
men at the Lattas Creek mine at Ja­ 
sonville on the Southern Indiana road 
took their tools from the mine and 
quit their jobs rather than comply 
with a rule in regard to the removal 
of slate. 
President VanHorn of the 
Indiana United Mine Workers had vis­ 
ited the mine and told the men they 
must comply with the rule. The mine 
employed between 300 and 400 men 
and was getting out more coal than 
any other mine in the state. 
It is 
owned by the John It. Walsh’s South­ 
ern Indiana Coal company, and Super­ 
intendent Htatt says tho other mines 
of the company will not be operated 
while the men at Lattas Creek are 
out. 
A question arises whether the action 
of the men is a violation of the wages 
contract which provides for a fine of 
$1 a day on each miner who quite 
work pending the arbitration process 
as stipulated in the labor contract. It 
is understood that the United Mine 
Workers’ officials have made a fine 
distinction in this cast'—that they will 
hold that it is not a strike in the usual 
sense when the fine can be Imposed, 
for the reason that the men, having 
taken out their tools, have not struck, 
but have surrendered their employ­ 
ment, against which only involuntary 
servitude could be asserted to compel 
them to accept a fine.
